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Japanese  Artists  Plan  Cultural  Exchange  Next  Year 


Four  Japanese  artists  toured 
parts  of  Montana  this  summer,  in 
preparation  for  a  week-long 
festival  they  and  others  plan  to 
stage  in  Montana  next  year.  The 
group  envisions  the  festival  as  a 
celebration  of  the  10th  anniversary 
of  the  “sister  state”  relationship 
between  Montana  and  the 
Kumamoto  Prefecture. 

The  four  artists  —  dance 
director  Ryuichiro  Kamei,  sculptor 
Kouji  Yoshii,  craftsman  Toshinobu 
Takamitsu  and  fashion  designer 
Kashiko  Kondo  —  were  essentially 
acting  as  scouts  for  several 
Kumamoto  artists  who  have 
developed  plans  for  the  festival. 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  and 
the  governor’s  international  affairs 
coordinator,  Pat  Owen,  put  together 
a  tour  that  included  stops  in 
Billings,  Red  Lodge,  Livingston, 
Bozeman  and  Helena.  In  each  city, 
the  artists  visited  theaters  and  art 
galleries  and  met  with  artists.  In 
Helena,  they  also  met  with  Lt.  Gov. 
Dennis  Rehberg. 

David  Nelson,  executive 
director  of  the  Council,  said  the 
trip  was  designed  as  an  overview 
for  the  artists,  explaining,  “We 
wanted  to  show  them  the  facilities 
that  exist  in  most  communities.” 

And  he  said  the  visitors  left  with 
an  unexpected  bonus  —  an 
outpouring  of  support  from 
Montana  artists  who  want  to  make 
their  show  a  success. 

“The  highest  honor  was  that 
when  we  visited  the  studios  of 
some  very  successful  artists,  they 
opened  their  hearts  to  these  people 
and  said  ‘You  can  come  and  use  all 
of  our  facilities,’”  Nelson  said. 


The  response  surprised  — and 
encouraged  —  the  artists. 

“What  moved  them  was  our 
artists’  interest  in  what  they  do  as 
artists  and  the  respect  they 
received  for  it,”  Nelson  said. 

The  Kumamoto  artists  are 
interested  in  collaborative  projects 
combining  various  art  forms.  The 
festival,  as  tentatively  planned, 
would  incorporate  a  fashion  show 
and  a  concert  featuring  original 
instruments  made  from  porcelain, 
glass,  stone  and  metal;  exhibitions 
featuring  the  integration  of  flowers 
and  various  art  materials;  and  a 
show  of  “ikebana,”  the  art  of 
flower  arrangement.

WESTAF  Director 

The  regional  arts  agency 
serving  Montana  has  proven  to  be 
a  good  investment  for  the  state,  its 
executive  director  recently  told 
members  of  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  board. 

Western  States  Arts  Federation 
(WESTAF)  programs  have 
supported  theater,  dance  and 
musical  touring  performances  in 
Montana,  allowed  for  the 
development  of  contemporary 
projects  and  provided  fellowships 
to  artists,  Donald  Meyer  told  the 
Council  at  its  August  meeting. 

In  fact,  panels  have  approved 
about  $60,000  in  grants  for 
projects  that  will  benefit  the  state 
in  the  next  fiscal  year,  Meyer  said, 
comparing  that  to  the 
approximately  $23,500  the 
Council  pays  in  membership  dues. 


Montana,  Takamitsu  said  the  group 
may  have  to  reevaluate  some  of  its 
plans.  He  said  the  visiting  artists 
were  surprised  by  the  size  of  the 
state  and  did  not  realize  the  amount 
of  time  and  distance  involved  in 
getting  places. 

Montana  is  roughly  equal  in  size 
to  the  entire  country  of  Japan. 

The  four  emissaries  planned  to 
meet  with  others  in  the  group  upon 
their  return,  to  discuss  the  trip  and 
select  a  site  for  the  festival. 

Nelson  said  next  year’s  event  is 
just  the  beginning  of  a  planned 
Kumamoto-Montana  arts  exchange. 
The  Japanese  group  hopes  Montana 
artists  will  stage  a  festival  in 
Kumamoto  in  1993,  he  noted. 

Outlines  Benefits 
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familiar  with  the  state  and  its  needs. 
He  joined  the  federation  as  its 
executive  director  in  October  1990. 
Over  the  past  year,  he  has  been 
visiting  each  of  the  13  states  in  the 
federation. 

Meyer  told  the  Council  that 
WESTAF  wants  to  be  accessible  to 
its  member  states. 

“I’ll  be  here  on  a  moment’s 
notice  if  I  can  be  of  value,"  he 
promised. 
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Council  Seeks 
Panelists 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  is 
seeking  professional  artists,  art 
educators  and  experienced  arts 
administrators  to  serve  on  its  grant 
and  artist  selection  panels. 

Members  are  needed  in  the 
disciplines  of  crafts,  dance,  folk 
arts,  literature,  media  arts,  music, 
theater  and  visual  arts.  The  Council 
also  is  seeking  panelists  with 
experience  in  community  arts,  the 
presentation  of  performing  arts, 
local  arts  agency  development,  art 
organization  management  and  arts 
education. 

The  Council  has  used  the 
nationally  accepted  peer  panel 
review  process  since  its  inception, 
to  make  grant  and  fellowship 
awards  and  select  artists  for  its 
Artists  in  the  Schools/Communities 
program. 

Conflict-of-interest  regulations 
prevent  fellowship  applicants  from 
serving  on  a  panel  during  the  years 
in  which  they  apply  or  serving  on  a 
panel  that  may  be  reviewing  the 
application  of  a  spouse  or 
housemate.  Grant  panelists  may  not 
have  conflicts  of  interest  with 
applicants  reviewed  by  the  panel 
on  which  they  serve. 

Individuals  may  nominate 
themselves  or  other  qualified 
people  to  serve  on  panels.  Those 
selected  will  be  offered  a  one-year 
appointment,  with  grant  and 
fellowship  panelists  meeting  in  the 
spring  of  1992  and  Artists  in  the 
Schools/Communities  panelists 
meeting  in  the  spring  of  1993. 

Panelist  nominations  should 
include  a  resume  with  a  current 
address  and  phone  number,  the 
name  of  the  arts  organization  for 
which  the  nominee  works  (if  any), 
a  list  of  the  boards  on  which  he  or 
she  serves  and  a  short  paragraph 
describing  the  person's  experience 
in  the  arts  in  Montana  and  main 
areas  of  artistic  expertise. 

The  Council  also  is  seeking 
updated  resumes  from  people  who 


have  served  on  panels  in  the  past.

Win  NEA  Funds 

Nine  Montana  organizations 
recently  received  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  grants 
totaling  $73,000.

The  Cascade  Quartet  of  the 
Great  Falls  Symphony  was  one  of 
six  string  quartets  selected  to 
attend  the  Banff  Centre  School  of 
Fine  Arts  Summer  Festival  this 
year.  The  quartets  were  chosen 
from  among  an  international  slate 
of  candidates. 

The  members  of  the  Cascade 
Quartet  —  Ann  Helmus,  Joe

The  89-year-old  Szekely,  a 
long-time  violinist  with  the 
Hungarian  Quartet,  coached  the 
quartets  at  Banff  on  a  Bela  Bartok 
work  that  they  will  perform  during 
the  1991-92  concert  season.  The 
Hungarian  Quartet  premiered  much 
of  Bartok’s  music. 

Two  documentaries  produced  by 
Native  Voices  Public  Television 
have  been  selected  for  the  Fifth 
Pamu  International  Film  Festival  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

The  festival  begins  Oct.  6  in 
Parnu,  Estonia. 

The  films,  “The  Place  of  the 
Falling  Waters”  and  “Warrior 
Chiefs  in  a  New  Age,”  will  be 
publicly  screened  at  the  festival 
and  will  be  eligible  for  festival 
prizes.  Filmmakers  Dean  Bear 
Claw  and  Roy  Big  Crane  also  will 
be  eligible  for  the  Andris  Slapinish 
prize  for  best  native  filmmaker, 
awarded  on  a  worldwide  basis.

The  grant  comes  from  the 
Institute  of  Museum  Services, 
which  offers  conservation  project 
support  to  the  nation's  museums. 

The  Montana  Historical  Society 
and  Montana  State  Library  have 
developed  a  joint  program  for 
providing  museum  professionals 
and  amateurs  with  easy  access  to 
“how-to”  materials  on  ways  to 
present  history.
